Joseph M. Roglieri, presid ent of the 
Ulster Cou nty Bu ild ing T rad es Cou ncil, 
was ex pressing an apt Labor Day senti­ 
m ent: Of the thou sand s of trad esm en 
cov ered by his grou p, nearly two ou t of 
three M ond ay had no jobs to stay home 
from. 
Of the cou ncil’s 1.5 (H) Kingston m em ­ 
bers, nearly IO per cent are now on 
welfare. Another 5 0 to 6 0 }>er cent, while 
not y et on welfare, nev ertheless are u n­ 
employ ed , Roglieri told the Freeman in a 
I^abor Day interv iew. 
“ You k now, April to O ctober u sed to be 
ou r prod u ctiv e period . Not ju st KH) per 


cent em ploy m ent — 15 0 per cent em ­ 
ploy ment 
where ou tsid e labor had to 
come in and help,” he said . 
“ Bu t for sev eral y ears now, there hav e 
been no m ajor projects going on in K ing­ 
ston and the Ulster Cou nty area . . . No 
m atter w hat they say abou t the (K ing­ 
ston) north-sou th arterial, the (Bened ic­ 
tine) hospital job, it’s still ju st talk ." 
Hard est hit among area trad es, Roglieri 
said , are the brick lay ers and laborers. 
Some laborers, he said , hav e been ou t of 
work for three y ears, abou t the tim e that 
area constru ction has been nosed iv ing 
Roglieri, 45 , a roofer by trad e, has 
himself been u nem ploy ed from tim e to 
tim e ov er the y ears — “ bu t the longest 
was may be fou r or fiv e m onths, nothing 
lik e this nine, ten m onths or more that 
most of these gu y s hav e been ou t." 


Union work rosters are set u p on a 
rotation basis — longest on the list 
w ithou t work , first to be called . Bu t lists 
in some trad es hav e stretched to inclu d e 
nearly the entire u nion, “ and some of the 
lists hav en’t rotated once.” 
Most u nions d on’t encou rage tak ing 
jobs ou tsid e the trad e. “ A man is su p­ 
posed to be on call at all times. If I can't 
get the m an at the top of the list, I call 
the nex t one," Roglieri said . 
"A man may miss a fou r- or fiv e-month 
job becau se he went to work pick ing 
apples for two week s,” 
For most trad esm en, the u nion is the 
sou rce of fringe benefits that m any other 
professions receiv e from their companies 
— insu rance, sick leav e, v acations and 
retirem ent. 
“On a u nion job, y ou get paid only for 


the hou rs y ou work . And when the con­ 
tractor is d one with y ou , he d oesn’t k eep 
y ou arou nd to pick u p paper He send s 
y ou back to the u nion hall to look for 
another job.” 


Most u nions d on't hav e large forced - 
sav ing programs becau se most u nion la 
borers d on’t mak e the large am ou nts 
ascribed to them by ru mor, Roglieri said , 
citing $9 ,000 to .110.0(H) a y ear as the 
av erage u nion wage 
Unless he ha s forced himself to sav e and 
u nless he has a wife with a good job. the 
u nemploy ed work er, u nion or otherwise, 
can find Labor Day a d ifficu lt holid ay to 
bear, Roglieri said . 
“The child ren go back to school with no 
new clothes, and y ou wond er where the 
food is coming from ."

TOKYO (UPI) — A Sov iet air force 
officer who d efected and land ed hie top 
secret MIG25 Fox bat fighter plane in 
Japan will be flown to the U nited States 
W ed nesd ay , the Tok y o M etropolitan Po­ 
lice Agency annou nced tod ay . 
1st. Lt. Vik tor Iv anov ich Belenk o, 29, 
was whisk ed secretly to Tok y o Tu esd ay in 
a Japanese m ilitary transport aircraft, 
escorted by fighter planes of Ja pa n’s Air 
Self Defense Force. 
Police said he was in a secret hid eou t 
in the Tok y o area aw aiting a flight to the 
U nited States. 
Belenk o, who ou tw itted Ja pa n’s rad ar 
screens to land his plane at H ak od ate 
City 5 00 miles north of Tok y o, won 
permission earlier in the d ay to seek 
political asy lu m in the U nited States. 
(In Paris, U.S. Secretary of S tate Henry 
A. Kissinger told reporters he believ ed the 
U nited States wou ld grant asy lu m to the 
d efecting pilot.) 
The Japanese gov ernm ent also refu sed 
a Sov iet req u est to im m ed iately retu rn 
the MIG25 , consid ered to be the world ’s 
most ad v anced aircraft.

W A SH IN G TO N (UPI) - Du ring the 
nex t two week s Congress will complete a 
rev olu tion it lau nched two y ears ago, in 
which it took ov er the planning of the 
fed eral bu d get from the presid ent. 
In the nex t few d ay s, each hou se of 
Congress will v ote on its v ersion of the 
bu d get for fiscal y ear 197 7 , which begins 
Oct. I. 
Differences will be negotiated by a 
H ou se-S ena te conference com m ittee. 
Then, by the close of bu siness Sept. 15 , 
Congress will giv e final approv al to a 
bu d get that sets legally bind ing lim its on 
total spend ing, rev enu es and the d eficit 
for that y ear. 


It will inclu d e “ assu m ptions” — not 
legally bind ing — on how spend ing will 
be brok en d own among categories su ch as 
national d efense, agricu ltu re and health. 
T he Hou se and Senate bu d get com m it­ 
tees hav e come u p with alm ost the same 
recom mend ed 
figu res: 
Hou se: 
$36 2.5 
billion rev enu es, $413.2 billion ou tlay s, 
$5 0.7 billion d eficit. Senate: $36 2.0 billion 


rev enu es, $412.8 billion ou tlay s, $5 0.8 
billion d eficit. 
Both sets of figu res are v ery close to 
those Congress set as targets in May , and 
no major changes are ex pected to be m ad e 
in them on the Hou se and Senate floors. 
They are abou t $19 billion higher in 
spend ing than the 197 7 bu d get Presid ent 
Ford proposed to Congress in Janu ary , 
and $14 billion higher than Ford ’s bu d get 
proposal as rev ised at m id y ear. 
They reject $10 billion in new ind iv id ­ 
u al and bu siness tax cu ts Ford had 
proposed . The congressional assu m ptions 
behind the figu res giv e the Presid ent 
nearly all he req u ested for d efense, more 
than he ask ed in jobs, ed u cation, health 
and other d om estic programs. 
Dem ocratic lead ers in Congress claim 
the congressional bu d get figu res will re­ 
su lt in a million more jobs for Am ericans 
in 197 7 than Ford ’s bu d get. Repu blicans 
say that is an ex aggeration. They contend 
the congressional bu d get threatens to 
ignite inflation, imped e economic re-

Hinchey q u otes a recent statem ent by 
C entral H u d son’s v ice presid ent of com ­ 
m u nity affairs, W illiam Kling, in which 
Kling states, “ W hat Mr. H inchey fails to 
com prehend is that C entral Hu d son is 
seek ing higher rates to cov er the cost of 
facilities alread y bu ilt, not those to be 
bu ilt in the fu tu re." This, accord ing to 
Hinchey , d oes not sq u are w ith testim oney 
giv en Ju ly 8 at the PSC hearings by L. 
W allace Cross, Central H u d son’s v ice 
presid ent and comptroller, when a PSC 
ex am iner ask ed for a su m m ary of the 
reason’s for the com pany ’s req u est for 
higher prices. Cross replied , “ The com ­ 
pany presently estim ates that it m u st 
raise $18 0 m illion of new capital d u ring 
the nex t fiv e y ears (19 7 6 -19 8 0) in ord er to 
finance its constru ction program .” 
“The sam e answer was giv en in Central

The best-selling book “ Fail­ 
sa fe,” by Eu gene Bu rdick and Harv ey 
W heeler, deals w ith this problem when a 
grou p of American bombsrs hav e gone 
past the fail-safe point and, becau se of 
some fou l-u p in a little black box , the 
bom bers ha v en’t gotten the word to come 
back . They are schedu led to blow u p 
Moscow. To show the Ru ssians it’s all an 
accident, the President of the United 
States blows u p New York , ev en thogh his 
wife is there on a shopping trip. 


B u t there is another school in W ashing­ 
ton tha t insists there arc so m any safe­ 
gu ards on atom ic weapons tha t ev en if 
someone wanted to Fire one he w ou ldn’t 
be able to do it. 
Here is how this school seek it. In o rder 


ing so me o f the hallucinatio ns so 
p ain stak in gly co nstructed by 
J immy Carter and the party o f 
ev ery thing fo r ev ery bo dy paid fo r 
by no bo dy . By the tim e he was 
thro ugh, it was as if J o e Palo o ka 
had kno cked o ut a threatening 
giant. It wasn’t a kno cko ut, as we 
kno w; but it was Ro und I, and the 
rev ersal in the spread in the po lls 
is as dramatic as any thing we 
hav e seen in recent American his­ 
to ry . A 30 po int spread reduced to 
a nine po int spread. 
Then, to o , there is so mething to 
be go t o ut o f the great dialectic 
abo ut American intelligence, the 
po larities o f which are Henry ’ 
M encken’s statem ent that y o u 
can “ nev er underestimate the stu­ 
pidity o f the American v o ter,” 
and Franklin P. Adams’ that the 
“ av erage American is a little bit 
abo v e av erage.” 
There are great stretches o f time 
when it appears that the duel is 
wo n by Mencken. But Adams is 
nev er quite o ut, and recently he 
appears to be rising again. The

are 
pro v ing 


to start a war, someone will hav e to pu sh 
a bu tton. To safegu ard tha t no one will 
pu sh the bu tton accidentally , it is hidden 
ev ery week in a different spot. 
Only two people, both low-rank ing m ili­ 
tary officers from different branches of 
the armed serv ices, k now the location of 
the bu tton—bu t they don’t k now each 
other. Each has the au thority to pu sh the 
bu tton when ordered to do so from higher 
u p. Bu t if both their thu m bs are not on 
the bu tton at the same tim e, it will not 
work . 
Now let u s su ppose, by some stretch of 
the im agination, both m en accidentally 
m eet at the same location at the sam e 
tim e and both decide to pu sh the bu tton 
at the same tim e. This does not au to­ 
m atically start World W ar III. When the 
bu tton is pu shed, all it does is tu rn on a 
green light in the bombproof, radiation- 
shielded, u ndergrou nd shelter in a secret 
place near Chey enne, Wy o. 
The shelter is m anned by an enlisted 
WAC and an enlisted WAVE, each of 
whom has a k ey to a white princess 
telephone. As soon as they see the green 
light, they dial a secret nu m ber in Sou th 


capable o f awakening fro m the 
daze o f Carter. And if ev er the 
shro ud o f my stery that surro unds 
him is penetrated, o ne canno t 
v enture to say what wo uld happen 
— what happened to Geo rge M c­ 
Go v ern? 
They are bo th nice, go o d, in­ 
telligent men: but they appear to 
be addicts o f the mo st insidio us 
delusio n o f the century , namely

W A S H I N G T O N 
- Maf i a 
mo bster J o hn Ro selli may hav e 
taken the secret o f the J o hn F 
Kennedy assassinatio n with him 
to his death. He was brutally 
murdered a few weeks ago , his 
hacked-up bo dy stuffed into an o il 
drum and dumped into M iami’s 
Biscay ne Bay . 
Befo re he died, Ro selli hinted to 
asso ciates that he knew who had 
arranged 
President 
Kennedy ’s 
murder. It was the same co n­ 
spirato rs, he suggested, who m he 
had recruited earlier to kill Cuban 
Premier Fidel Castro . 
By Roselli's cry ptic Accou nt, Castro 
learned the identity of the u nderworld 
contact* in Hav ana who had been try ing 
to k nock him off He believ ed, not alto­ 
gether withou t hasid, that President Ken­ 
nedy was behind the plot 
The Cu ban leader, as the su preme 
irony , decided to tu rn the tables and u se 
the sane crowd to arrange Kennedy ’s 
assassination, 
according 
to 
Rosellfs 
scenario. To sav e their sk ins, the plotters 
lined u p Lee Harv ey Oswald to pu ll the 
trigger. 
Roselli cou ld nev er be pinned down on 
names or details It was also difficu lt to 
assess whether he 
k ne w what he was 
talk ing abou t or whether he merely de­ 
scribed what he thou ght might hav e 
happened 
Certainly there is no real 
ev idence to su pport Roselli’s story . Bu t 
there are enou gh cu riou s circu m stances to 
ju stify telling it. 
Here are the fascinating highlights. 
The ru ggedly handsome Roselli, a flam ­ 
boy ant mobster with u nderworld contacts 
in Hav ana, was recru ited by the Central 
Intelligence Agency in 19 60 to assassinate 
Castro. He had no au thority , howev er, 
ov er the u nderworld elem ents in Hav ana 
They were u nder the loose control of 
Florida's Mafia chieftan. Santos Traf- 
ficante. His gambling enterprises in H a­ 
v ana had been closed down by Castro 
after the 19 59 rev olu tion. In fact, Tref- 
ficante had beem lodged for a period in 
a Cu ban jail, an indignity that didn't 
endear Castro to him. 
After Trafficante m ade it back to his 
Florida hau nts, he left part of his or­ 
ganization behind in H av ana. Some of hi? 
henchm en ev en m anaged to dev elop con­ 
tacts in C astro's inner circle. These were 
the people Roselli wanted to u se to k nock 
off Castro. Bu t Roselli d idn't hav e the 
statu re inside the M afia to mak e the 
necessary arrangem ents with Trafficante, 
So Roselli called in his patron, the C hica­ 
go godfather Sam “ M omo” G iancana, to 
deal with Trafficante ' 
As Roselli's associates tell it, he per­ 
su aded G iancana that it wou ld be to their 
adv antage to win the good will of the CIA 
Conv inced, G iancana flew down to Flori­ 
da to mak e the prelim inary arrange­ 
ments 
He was in the m iddle of these delicate 
dealings, incidentally , when he learned 
that his fav orite girl friend, singer Phy llis 
McGu ire, had dev eloped a rom antic atta- 
cent in Las Vegas to com edian Dan 
Rowan. Enraged, G iancana w anted to fly 
straight to Las Vegas and end the ro­ 
mance. 
Bu t Robert M aheu , who had recru ited 
Roselli for the CIA, talk ed G iancana ou t 
of it by offering to bu g Rowan's hotel 
room and promising the angry m obster a 
fu ll report. 
Once Giancana and T rafficante set it 
u p, Roselli u sed the H av ana u nderworld 
to plot C astro’s demise. At first, they 
tried to plant poison pills, su pplied by the 
CIA, in Castro's food. T he pills wou ld 
hav e m ade it appear that he died of 
natu ral cau ses. W hen this failed, snipers 
were dispatched to a H av ana rooftop. 
They were cau ght. 
I he word reached Roselli that some of 
the plotters had been tortu red and that 
( astro had learned abou t the whole oper­ 
ation. 
The C IA called off the Roselli operation 
in M arch, 19 63, bu t recru ited a Castro 
associate 
nam ed 
Rolando 
Cu bela 
to 
m u rder Castro. 
In an im prom ptu , three-hou r interv iew 
with Associated Press reporter Daniel 
Hark er, Castro indicated that he k new 
abou t the attem pts on his life and warned 
that U.S. leaders also m ight not be safe. 
T hat was Septem ber 7 , 19 63. 
According to Roselli, C astro enlisted 
the same u nderworld elem ents whom he 
had cau ght plotting against him. They 
su pposedly were Cu bans from the old 
I rafficante organization. W ork ing with 
Cu ban intelligence, they allegedly lined 
u p an ex -M arine sharpshooter nam ed Lee 
Harv ey Oswald, who had been activ e in 
the pro-Castro m ov ement. 
According to Roselli's v ersion, Oswald 
may hav e shot Kennedy or may hav e 
acted as a decoy while others am bu shed 
him from closer range W hen Oswald was 
pick ed u p, Roselli su ggested, the u nder­ 
world conspirators feared he wou ld crack 
and disclose information that m ight lead 
to them . This almost certainly wou ld 
hav e brou ght a massiv e U’S. crack down 
on the Mafia. 
So Jack Ru by was ordered to elim inate 
Oswald, mak ing it appear as an act of 
reprisal against the President’s k iller At 
least this is how Roselli ex plained the 
tragedy in Dallas. 
There is no proof, of cou rse. B u t there 
is 
some 
corroborativ e, 
circu m stantial 
ev idence. It has been established, for 
ex am ple, that Oswald v isited the Cu ban 
consu late in Mico City two m onths before 
the dreadfu l day in Dallas An inform ant 
nam ed Sy lv a Du ran first stated, then 
denied, 
that 
she 
had 
ov erheard 
the 
C u bans 
speak 
to 
Oswald 
abou t 
as- 
sassinatim g someone and had seen them 
slip him some money .

Barry Co mmo ner is o ne o f o ur mo st articulate scientists, and 
I co mmend to y o ur attentio n his last - and mo st co mprehensiv e 
- bo o k o n Energy and the Eco no mic Crises. It is called THE 
POVERTY OF POWER, altho ugh it is actually abo ut the 
wealth o f same and ho w it is being wasted. Mo st o f it appeared 
in articles in The New Yo rker, but the case is better put in his 
single v o lume. 
Co mmo ner starts it o ff with an ex planatio n o f the laws o f 
thermo dy namics which is so clear that ev en I can understand 
it, ev en o v er 5 0 y ears since I was, early o n, an engineering 
student. Thermo dy namics is the study o f the pheno meno n o f 
energy itself and I agree with Co mmo ner that it is a pro per 
place to start in analy zing the energy crunch we are in. 


I HE POVERTY OF POWER (the ho use o f Kno pf has just 
published it) is no t a bo o k to be do wngraded by summarizatio n. 
It is serio us reading, thro ugh which Co mmo ner skillfully deco y s 
the lay man with ho mely similes into serio us thinking. Its 
do cumentatio n o f the way s in which we waste the energy which 
the sun alo ne has besto wed o n us - and is still po uring o ur way 
- is impressiv e. I do no t see ho w any sensible perso n can argue 
successfully against it. But I do see o ne emphasized aspect that 
needs ev en bro ader co nsideratio n. 
Co mmo ner treats a dedicatio n to “ max imizatio n o f pro fits” 
as a built-in, irrev ersible flaw in a purely capitalistic so ciety . 
I see it as a basic flaw in the nature o f human beings, as lethal 
in co mmunist so cieties as in o urs. Co mmunist dictato rship’s 
super-mo no po ly establishm ents are basically as ddicated to 
pro fit fo r themselv es as are the aggregatio ns o f captital in o ur 
co untry which hav e so abused the priv ileges they mo no po lized. 
At least in o ur fo rm o f capitalism there are a) so me capitalists 
wise eno ugh to see that, it they serio usly abuse the so ciety that 
created them, they are o nly destro y ing their o wn fo undatio n 
and b) o ur fo rm o f go v ernment has built into itself the 
mechanisms to check abuses o f po wer in its midst, ev en if - 
as it is no w - it is letting to o many o f them decay fo r lack o f 
leadership. 
I sho uld hasten to say that Co mmo ner is no t - repeat, no t­ 
an adv o cate o f Co mmunism. He has certainly demo nstrated the 
o bv io us: that the use/waste o f the sun’s energy sto red in fuels 
o r still being po ured o n us acro ss space is a po litical pro blem. 
It has to do with ho w mankind cho o ses to liv e with itself. His 
answer (to me) is no t quite as tho ro ughly tho ught o ut as his 
scientist’s case fo r o ur misusing o ur reso urces. It is a call fo r 
a new and better sy stem than either Western Capitalism o r the 
Russian’s co rruptio n o f Marx ’s idealism. He sees the first step 
to be the articulatio n o f the pro blem - and then o ur need to 
debate it. But he slips a little to o lightly - fo r me, again o v er 
the pro blem o f disseminating the truths that add up to the 
pro blem: i.e. the educatio n o f the peo ples o f the wo rld who do 
no t y et see what is so o bv io us to him and to mo st o ther thinking 
humans.

N EW Y O R K — Puerto Rican beauty Marta 
Casals Istomin, widow of master cellist 
Pablo Casals, is reminiscing about the man 
she married when she was 22 and he was 82. 
“ Now when I see aged people, I say to 
myself: Oh, my God, Casals was of that age 
But he wasn’t that age. Not really.” 
It’s an open secret that Marta, an excellent 
cellist in her own right and once Casals’ star 
pupil, worshipped him from the time she was 
18 when they met at a music festival in 
Trades, France. 
“ Casals." as she calls him, “ was ageless. 
He had the charisma of a young outlook 
coupled with 
genuine 
wisdom 
bom of 
maturity. It was one of the dimensions that 
made him extraordinary. Everybody who 
knew him fell in love with him. I happened 
to be one of those people. I know our 
marriage surprised a lot of people.” 
Diminutive Marta, now a 39-year-old 
elegante with a shock of black hair and 
brown eyes that smile, last year married 
Casals’ best friend, concert pianist Eugene 
Istomin, 49, a child prodigy who had never 
been married before. “ I’m a middle-aged 
Romeo,” says Istomin. 
Casals and Istomin knew each other for 25 
years. In fact, “ my son” was how Casals 
always referred to Istomin. “ They had a 
profound love for each other." says Mane 
about the two men in her life. 
About being Istomin’s glowing bride and 
moving into the Manhattan penthouse that 
once belonged to designer Jerry Silverman: 
"Istomin is my contemporary." says Marta. 
“ It’s possible to do things that could not be 
expected of Casals. Our life is much, much 
more active. For example, Eugene and I are 
able to take great, long walks together.” 
When Casals died in October of 1973, he 
was 97, 
“ I was totally shattered by his death 
although I knew the years were against him. 
W’hen he died, I was convinced I would never 
find anyone else. After all, I had lived with 
one of the world's greatest musicians. I 
looked upon that experience as incom­ 


parable. I thought no one could possibly 
measure up.” 
After Casals, on self-imposed exile from 
his native Spain, was buried in a San Juan 
churchyard, Marta, who wore black mourn­ 
ing clothes for one year, struggled to come 
to grips with the reality of widowhood. 
“ I was emotionally devastated,” she says. 
“ I had many friends but I had never felt so 
completely alone. There was a deep emp­ 
tiness that cannot be explained in words. At 
first, the people in our closest circle of 
friends called regularly. Then, as the year 
wore on. there were long lapses between the 
calls.” 
Apparently 
Istomin.whom 
Marta 
de­ 
scribes as a “ likeable” man, was unwaver­ 
ingly solicitous. 
“ He was uncompromising about my sense 
of well being,” says Marta. That, she says, 
and a common love for Casals eventually 
brought them together. 


“ Slowly, slowly that closeness began to 
transfer itself to me,” she continues about 
the second chapter of her love story. 
“ Suddenly I realized that something had 
happened. I had, indeed, fallen in love. The 
spark was ignited again.” 
“ I am a person of total dedication,” she 
says. "I was totally dedicated to Casals. Now 
I’m totally dedicated to Istomin. Nothing is 
more important than the complete focus on 
the man in my life. My own achievements 
must take second place.” 
Marta claims she is a liberated woman 
who has defined her objectives freely. "M y 
fulfillment comes from being supportive 
rather 
than 
being 
an 
achiever," 
she 
says."Some women need to excel pro­ 
fessionally. I need to excel as a woman." 
She says she has found the formula of bliss 
with both men. “ What love breaks down to,” 
she says, “ is a deep , intractable affection 
that encompasses and permeates everything. 
You have to have understanding and re­ 
spect. There must be communion of ideals 
and goals.

The Comptroller’s report on 
the Sales Tax Unit of the city 's 
Department of Tax Collection 
said the u nit cou ld also in­ 
crease collections by changing 
certain procedu res. 
According to the report, only 
1.5 per cent of the v endors in 
the state are cov ered by field 
au ditors each y ear — "far 
short” of the 7 per cent re­ 
garded as a minimu m by a 
19 67 State Tax Commission 
stu dy . In fiscal 19 7 5, gross 
s ta te w id e collections were 
abou t $2 billion, and the city ’s 


share was more thu n $7 9 1 mil­ 
lion. 
Statewide, the report said, 
field au dits resu lted in addi­ 
tional assessments of $8 2 mil 
lion in 19 7 3-7 4 and 19 7 4 7 5. 
"It is likely that this amou nt 
cou ld hav e been increased by 
a minimu m one-third ($27 mil­ 
lion) with a proportionate in­ 
crease in field au dit cov erage, 
I/ev itt said. 
City Finance Commissioner 
Iv an E 
Irizarry said collec­ 
tions ov er the past y ear worked 
ou t to $2,600 per au ditor work­ 
day , the highest in the state. 
he called it “an achiev ement 
that is difficu lt to improv e 
u pon.” 
Irizarry said 16 new au ditors 
were hired by the city u nit last 
month, nearly dou bling the 


staff 
He said some of the 
report’s recommendations al­ 
ready are being followed and 
most of the others were im ­ 
practical or u nnecessary 
One main point of dispu te 
between Lev itt and Irizarry 
was the u se of some au ditors to 
assist income tax pay ers 


Lev itt said this v iolated the 
city ’s agreement with the state 
on administering the sales tax 
program, 
bu t 
Irizarry 
dis­ 
agreed. lie said a “ minimu m 
nu ml*er of ex perienced peo­ 
ple” are needed to work with 
temporary employ es hired for 
su ch periods.

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'Just Another Day Out of Work'

KINGSTON - "Labor Day to the 


unemployed means just another day out 
of work." 


Joseph M. Roglieri, president of the 


Ulster County Building Trades Council, 
was expressing an apt Labor Day senti- 
ment: Of the thousands of tradesmen 
covered by his group, nearly two out of 
three Monday had no jobs to stay home 
from. 


Of the council's 1,500 Kingston mem- 


bers, nearly 10 per cent are now on 
welfare. Another 50 to 60 per cent, while 
not yet on welfare, nevertheless are un- 
employed, Roglieri told the Freeman in a 
Labor Day interview. 


"You know, April to October used to be 


our productive period. Not just 100 per 


cent employment — 150 per cent em- 
ployment where outside labor had to 
come in and help," he said. 


"But for several years now, there have 


been no major projects going on in King- 
ston and the Ulster County area ... No 
matter what they say about the (King- 
ston) north-south arterial, the (Benedic- 
tine) hospital job, it's still just talk." 


Hardest hit among area trades, Roglieri 


said, are the bricklayers and laborers. 
Some laborers, he said, have been out of 
work for three years, about the time that 
area construction has been nosediving. 


Roglieri, 45, a roofer by trade, has 


himself been unemployed from time to 
time over the years — "but the longest 
was maybe four or five months, nothing 
like this nine, ten months or more that 
most of these guys have been out." 


Union work rosters are set up on a 


rotation basis — longest on the list 
without work, first to be called. But lists 
in some trades have stretched to include 
nearly the entire union, "and some of the 
lists haven't rotated once." 


Most unions don't encourage taking 


jobs outside the trade: "A man is sup- 
posed to be on call at all times. If I can't 
get the man at the top of the list, I call 
the next one," Roglieri said. 


"A man may miss a four- or five-month 


job because he went to work picking 
apples for two weeks." 


For most tradesmen, the union is the 


source of fringe benefits that many other 
professions receive from their companies 
— insurance, sick leave, vacations and 
retirement. 


"On a union job, you get paid only for 


the hours you work. And when the con- 
tractor is done with you, he doesn't keep 
you around to pick up paper. He sends 
you back to the union hall to look for 
another job." 


Most unions don't have large forced- 


saving programs because most union la- 
borers don't make the large amounts 
ascribed to them by rumor, Roglieri said, 
citing §9,000 to $10,000 a year as the 
average union wage. 


Unless he has forced himself to save and 


unless he has a wife with a good job, the 
unemployed worker, union or otherwise, 
can find Labor Day a difficult holiday to 
bear, Roglieri said. 


"The children go back to school with no 


new clothes, and vou wonder where the 
food is coming from."

Defecting Soviet Pilot Will Fly to U.S 


TOKYO (UPI) — A Soviet air force 


officer who defected and landed his top 
secret MIG25 Foxbat fighter plane in 
Japan will be flown to the United States 
Wednesday, the Tokyo Metropolitan Po- 
lice Agency announced today. 


1st. Lt. Viktor Ivanovich Belenko, 29, 


was whisked secretly to Tokyo Tuesday in 
a Japanese military transport aircraft, 
escorted by fighter planes of Japan's Air 
Self'Defense Force. 


Police said he was in a secret hideout 


in the Tokyo area awaiting a flight to the 
United States. 


Belenko, who outwitted Japan's radar 


screens to land his plane at Hakodate 
City 500 miles north of Tokyo, won 
permission earlier in the day to seek 
political asylum in the United States. 


(In Paris, U.S. Secretary of State Henry 


A. Kissinger told reporters he believed the 
United States would grant asylum to the 
defecting pilot.) 


The Japanese government also refused 


a Soviet request to immcdintely return 
the MIG25, considered to be the world's 
most advanced aircraft. 


The defector 


Foreign-Minister Kiichi Miyazawa said 


the Japanese government approved the 
pilot's request from a "humanitarian 
standpoint." 


The Foreign Ministry said one of its 


officials interviewed the pilot, identified 
as Viktor Ivanovich Belenko, 29, and 
confirmed he made the decision volun- 
tarily.

Miyazawa said no final decision had

WASHINGTON (UP1) - During the 


next two weeks Congress will complete a 
revolution it launched two years ago, in 
which it took over the planning of the 
federal budget frorr the president. 


In the next few days, each house of 


Congress will vote on its version of the 
budget for fiscal year 1977, which begins 
Oct. 1. 


Differences will be negotiated by a 


House-Senate conference committee. 
Then, by the close of business Sept. 15, 
Congress will give final approval to a 
budget that sets legally binding limits on 
total spending, revenues and the deficit 
for that year. 


It will include "assumptions" — not 


legally binding — on how spending will 
be broken down among categories such as 
national defense, agriculture and health. 


The House and Senate budget commit- 


tees have come up rtiih almost the seme 
recommended 
figures: House: 
S362.5 


billion revenues, S413.2 billion outlays, 
S50.7 billion deficit. Senate: $362.0 billion 


revenues, S412.8 billion outlays, $50.8 
billion deficit. 


Both sets of figures are very close to 


those Congress set as targets in May, and 
no major changes are expected to be made 
in them on the House and Senate floors. 


They are about $19 billion higher in 


spending than the 1977 budget President 
Ford proposed to Congress in January, 
and S14 billion higher than Ford's budget 
proposal as revised at midyear. 


They reject S10 billion in new individ- 


ual and business tax cuts Ford had 
proposed. The congressional assumptions 
behind the figures give the President 
nearly all he requested for defense, more 
than he asked in jobs, education, health 
and other domestic programs. 


Democratic leaders in Congress claim 


the congressional budget figures will re- 
sult in a million more jobs for Americana 
in 1977 than Ford's budget. Republicans 
say that is an exaggeration. They contend 
the congressional budget threatens to 
ignite inflation, impede economic re-

Utility Is Contradicting 
Itself, Hinchey Charges

KINGSTON — There is a "discrepan- 


cy" in public statements by two Central 
Hudson officials regarding the company's 
need for a rate increase. Assemblyman 
Maurice Hinchey charged today. 


Hinchey, among others, has 
been 


granted the status of an intervenor at the 
upcoming PSC hearings on the increase 
and said he will bring the matter before 
the commission. 


Hinchey quotes a recent statement by- 


Central Hudson's vice president of com- 
munity affairs, William Kling. in which 
Kling states, "What Mr. Hinchey fails to 
comprehend is that Central Hudson is 
seeking higher rates to cover the cost of 
facilities already built, not those to be 
built in the future." This, according to 
Hinchey, does not square with testimoney 
given July 8 at the PSC hearings by L. 
Wallace Cross, Central Hudson's vice 
president and comptroller, when a PSC 
examiner asked for a summary of the 
reason's for the company's request for 
higher prices. Cross replied, "The com- 
pany presently estimates that it must 
raise S180 million of new capital during 
the next five years (1976-1980) in order to 
finance its construction program." 


"The same answer was given in Central 


Hudson's general letter to all its cus- 
tomers on June 25 announcing the rate 
increase, signed by the president and 
chairman of the board: 'In order to con- 
struct new facilities and replace old we 
must obtain additional amounts of capi- 
tal through the 
sale of stocks and 


bonds,' " Hinchey said. 


Meanwhile, with the PSC hearing on 


the increase scheduled to resume next 
Tuesday, the Assemblyman and at least 
two Ulstrt County consumer groups are

preparing presentations against the rate 
increase. 


Under the rules governing PSC hear- 


ings, Hinchey, the Concerned Consumers 
and the Irate Consumers have all applied 
for and received intervenor status. That 
will permit them to question the Central 
Hudson representatives who appear. 
Hinchey and the consumers will reported- 
ly be arguing that at present the utility 
already has too much idle capacity, which 
they estimate at between 60 per cent and 
70 per cent, and further, that the growth 
rate of electricity use is considerably less 
than what Central Hudson estimates. • 


"We intend to demonstrate that Cen- 


tral Hudson's own figures suggest that no 
new facilities need be bujlt for at least a 
decade," said Hinchey.

Dedication to Profit 


By RALPH INGERSOLL 


Barry Commoner is one of our most articulate scientists, and 


I commend to your attention his last - and most comprehensive 
- book on Energy and the Economic Crises. It is called THE 
POVERTY OF POWER, although it is actually about the 
wealth of same and how it is being wasted. Most of it appeared 
in articles in The New Yorker, but the case is better put in his 
single volume. 


Commoner starts it off with an explanation of the laws of 


thermodynamics which is so clear that even I can understand 
it. even over 50 years since I was, early on, an engineering 
student. Thermodynamics is the study of the phenomenon of 
energy itself and I agree with Commoner that it is a proper 
place to start in analyzing the energy crunch we are in. 


THE POVERTY OF POWER (the house of Knopf has just 


published it) is not a book to be downgraded by summarization. 
It is serious reading, through which Commoner skillfully decoys 
the layman with homely similes into serious thinking. Its 
documentation of the ways in which we waste the energy which 
the sun alone has bestowed on us - and is still pouring our way 
- is impressive. I do not see how any sensible person can argue 
successfully against it. But I do see one emphasized aspect that 
needs even broader consideration. 


Commoner treats a dedication to "maximization of profits" 


as a built-in, irreversible flaw in a purely capitalistic society. 
I see it as a basic flaw in the nature of human beings, as lethal 
in communist societies as in ours. Communist dictatorship's 
?UDer-monopoly establishments are basically as ddicated to 
profit for themselves as are the aggregations of captital in our 
country which have so abused the privileges they monopolized. 
At least in our form of capitalism there are a) some capitalists 
wise enough to see that, it they seriously abuse the society that 
created them, they are only destroying their own foundation 
and b) our form of government has built into itself the 
mechanisms to check abuses of power in its midst, even if - 
as it is now - it is letting too many of them decay for lack of 
leadership. 


I should hasten to say that Commoner is not - repeat, not- 


an advocate of Communism. He has certainly demonstrated the 
obvious: that the use/waste of the sun's energy stored in fuels 
or still being poured on us across space is a political problem. 
It has to do with how mankind chooses to live with itself. His 
answer (to me) is not quite as thoroughly thought qut as his 
scientist's case for our misusing our resources. It is a call for 
a new and better system than either Western Capitalism or the 
Russian's corruption of Marx's idealism. He sees the first step 
to be the articulation of the problem - and then our need to 
debate it. But he slips a little too lightly - for me, again over 
the problem of disseminating the truths that add up to the 
problem: i.e. the education of the peoples of the world who do 
not yet see what is so obvious to him and to most other thinking 
humans.

GOP Revival Invigorating 


There is something of a revival 


of Republican morale in the air, 
and it is altogether bracing. It 
demonstrates, moreover, the vol- 
atility of the polls. Only yesterday 
— specifically, on July 30 — 
Kevin Phillips, the political de- 
mographer, who never quite un- 
derstands it when history fails to 
slide down the bannister he has 
prepared for it, was telling us that 
the Reagan campaign for the Pres- 
idency was a huge flop — because 
Reagan talked about the themes 
Reagan thought the American 
people should be concerned 
about, rather than the themes 
Phillips though the American peo- 
ple should be concerned about. 
Whence the fiasco, said Phillips 
— "A simple yardstick will suf- 
fice." he wrote in his column. 
"Late this winter, Ronald Reagan 
and Jimmy Carter were virtually 
neck and neck in Gallup Polls. 
Now Reagan trails 64 to 23 per 
cent." 


That's right, and late in August 


Gerry Ford having adopted the 
Reagan line and become the bene- 
ficiary 
of the 
Reagan 
votes, 


Carter's edge over Ford is down to 
nine points. When you meditate 
on the difference in the regis- 
tration of the two parties — 13 per 
cent for the Republicans, over 
twice that for the Democrats — 
the figures suggest that the Re- 
publican Party has has done a 
much better job of fielding some- 
one with a platform appealing to 
non-Republicans than the Demo- 
crats have done in fielding a can- 
didate appealing to non-Demo- 
crats. Really, if I were a Demo- 
crat, enjoying the huge advantage 
I enjoyed over the Republicans in 
registration figures, I'd feel 
terribly.. .mortified.. .whenever 
the differential in the Gallup Poll 
is less than the differential in the 
registration figures. 


Several factors are at work, two 


of them personal, one political. 
Gerry Ford appears to have been 
transformed by. the experience at 
Kansas City. Granted, four weeks 
is a long time to prepare one's 
speech, but taking time out only 
for an occasional veto, or a tele- 
phone call to an uncommitted 
delegate, it is hard to know how 
he could have spent the time more 
profitably either for himself, or for 
the country. He succeeded, with 
plain but heroic prose, in dissipat-

ing some of the hallucinations so 
painstakingly constructed by 
Jimmy Carter and the party of 
everything for everybody paid for 
by nobody. By the time he was 
through, it was as if Joe Palooka 
had knocked out a threatening 
giant. It wasn't a knockout, as we 
know; but it was Round I, and the 
reversal in the spread in the polls 
is as dramatic as anything we 
have seen in recent American his- 
tory. A 30 point spread reduced to 
a nine point spread. 


Then, too, there is something to 


be got out of the great dialectic 
about American intelligence, the 
polarities of which are Henry 
Mencken's statement that you 
can "never underestimate the stu- 
pidity of the American voter," 
and Franklin P. Adams' that the 
"average American is a little bit 
above average." 


There are great stretches of time 


when it appears that the duel is 
won by Mencken. But Adams is 
never quite out, and recently he 
appears to be rising again. The 
American 
people 
are proving

capable of awakening from the 
daze of Carter. And if ever the 
shroud of mystery that surrounds 
him is penetrated, one cannot 
venture to say what would happen 
— what happened to George Mc- 
Govern? 


They are both nice, good, in- 


telligent men: but they appear to 
be addicts of the most insidious 
delusion of the century, namely 
that the state can do it better, and 
that a republic can remain free by 
subjugating 
its people 
These 


junkies control the language of 
reality, and have done so for 
years. They have, in the phrase 
used by Henry Kissinger in anoth- 
er connection, "preempted the 
categories." So that they get away 
with statements like "free health" 
and "free education," which is 
like talking about square tri- 
angles, or rectangular circles. 


We are a long way from a general 


penetration of these superstitions, 
which may or may not come 
before the cure for cancer is dis- 
covered: but this week, anyway, 
Gallup brought glad tidings.

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Who's Got The Button Today? 


(Art Buchwald was so disappointed 


he wasn't chosen as president Ford's 
running mate that he has decided to 
take a few weeks off. He left behind 
some of his all-time favorite columns.) 


One of the things everyone has to worry- 


about these days is the danger of an 
accidental war being set off with nuclear 
weapons. The best-selling book "Fail- 
Safe," by Eugene Burdick and Harvey 
Wheeler, deals with this problem when a 
group of American bombsrs have gone 
past the fail-safe point and, because of 
some foul-up in a little black box, the 
bombers ha ven't gotten the word to come 
back. They are scheduled to blow up 
Moscow. To show the Russians it's all an 
accident, the President of the United 
States blows up New York, even thogh his 
wife is there on a shopping trip. 


But there is another school in Washing- 


ton that insists there arc so many safe- 
guards on atomic weapons that even if 
someone wanted to fire one he wouldn't 
he able to do it. 
v 


Here is how this school see? it. In order 


to start & war, someone will have to push 
a button. To safeguard that no one will 
push the button accidentally, it is hidden 
every week in a different spot. 


Only two people, both low-ranking mili- 


tary officers from different branches of 
the armed services, know the location of 
the button—but they don't know each 
other. Each has the authority to push the 
button when ordered to do so from higher 
up. But if both their thumbs are not on 
the button at the aame time, it will not 
work. 


Now let us suppose, by some stretch of 


the imagination, both men accidentally 
meet at the same location at the same 
time and both decide to push the button 
at the same time. This does not auto- 
matically start World War III. When the 
button is pushed, all it does ia turn on a 
green light in the bombproof, radiation- 
shielded, underground shelter in a secret 
place near Cheyenne, Wyo. 


The shelter is manned by an enlisted 


WAG and an enlisted WAVE, each of 
whom has a key to a white princess 
telephone. As soon as they see. the green 
light, they dial a secret number in South 


Dakota and say, "Condition Green." 


This information is passed on to the 


quartermaster of the base, who im- 
mediately tries to contact Washington. 
But since he doesn't have the area code 
number for Washington, he can't dial 
directly. So he sends the message by 
carrier pigeon. This is known aa "Condi- 
tion Red." 


As soon as the pigeon arrives in Wash- 


ington, 
the 
secretary of defense 
is 


notified, and he in turn informs the 
President. 


But the President cannot give the signal 


to do anything without turning a switch 
and thsre are seven locks on the switch. 
Each member of the President's family 
has a key to one of the locks and the 
switch cannot be pulled unless all the 
locks are opened at the same time. Since 
the family is never in Washington all at 
the same time, it is virtually impossible 
for the President to pull the switch. 


Therefore, the chances of an accidental 


or even an intentional war are remote and 
shouldn't give anyone any sleepless 
nights. If it weren't for all;these safe- 
guards, I'd be worried too.

Was JFK 
Killed by 
The Mob? 


WASHINGTON - 
Mafia 


mobster John Roselli may have 
taken the secret of the John F. 
Kennedy assassination with him 
to his death. He was brutally 
murdered a few weeks ago, his 
hacked-up body stuffed into an oi! 
drum and dumped into Miami's 
Biscayne Bay. 


Before he died, Roselli hinted to 


associates that he knew who had 
arranged 
President 
Kennedy's 


murder. It was the same con- 
spirators, he suggested, whom he 
had recruited earlier to kill Cuban 
Premier Fidel Castro. 


By Roselli's cryptic account, Castro 


learned the identity of the underworld 
contacts in Havanp who had been tryme 
to knock him off. He believed, not alto- 
gether without basis, that President Ken- 
nedy wa? behind the plot. 


The Cuban leader, as the supreme 


irony, decided to turn the tables and use 
the "sane crowd to arrange Kennedy's 
assassination, 
according 
to 
RoseSli's 


scenario To save their skins, the plotter? 
lined up Lee Harvey Oswald to pull the 
trigger. 


Roselli could never be pinned down on 


name? or details. It was also difficult to 
assess whether he knew what he «as 
talking about or whether he merely de- 
scribed what he thought might ha\e 
happened 
Certainly there is no real 


evidence to support Roselli's story. Bu: 
there are enough curious circumstances to 
justify telling it. 


Here are the fascinating highlights 
The ruggedly handsome Roselli. a flam- 


boyant mobster with underworld contacts 
in Havana, was recruited by the Centra! 
Intelligence Agency in 1960 to assassinate 
Castro. He had no authority, however, 
over the underworld elements in Havana. 


They were under the loose control of 


Florida's Mafia chieftan. Santos Traf- 
ficante. His gambling enterprises in Ha- 
vana had been closed down by Castro 
after the 1959 revolution. In fact, Traf- 
ficante had beem lodged for a period in 
a Cuban jail, an indignity that didn't 
endear Castro to him. 


After Trafficante made it back 10 his 


Florida haunts, he left part of his or- 
ganization behind in Ha\ ana Some of hi? 
henchmen even managed to develop con- 
tacts in Castro's inner circle These were 
the people Roselli wanted to use to knocK 
off Castro. But R<jselli didn't have the 
stature inside the Mafia to make the 
necessary arrangements with Trafficante. 
So Roselli called in his patron, the Chica- 
go godfather Sam "Momo" Giancana. to 
deal with Trafficante.' 


As Roselli's associates tell it. he per- 


suaded Giancana that it would be to their 
advantage to win the good will of the CIA. 
Convinced, Giancana flew down to Flori- 
da to make the preliminary arrange- 
ments. 


He was in the middle of these delicate 


dealing?, incidentally, when he learned 
that his fa'.orite girl friend, singer Phyllis 
McGuire, had developed a romantic atta- 
cent in Las Vega? to comedian Dan 
Rowan Enraged, Giancana wanted to fly 
straight to Las Vegas and end the ro- 
mance. 


But Robert Maheu. who had recruited 


Roselli for the CIA talked Giancana out 
of it by offering to bug Rowan's hotel 
room and promising the angry mobster a 
full report. 


Once Giancana and Trafficante set ii 


up. Roselli used the Havana underworld 
to plot Castro'? demise. At first, they 
tried to plant poison pills, supplied b\ the 
CIA. 
m Castro's food The pill? woui'i 


have made it appear that he died of 
natural causes. When this failed, snipers 
were dispatched to a Havana rooftop. 
They were caught. 


The word reached Roselli that some of 


the plotters had been tortured and that 
Castro had learned gbout the whole oper- 
ation. 


The CIA called off the Roselli operation 


in March, 1963, but recruited a Castro 
associate named Rolando Cubela to 
murder Castro. 


In an impromptu, three-hour interview 


with Associated Press reporter Daniel 
Harker, Castro indicated that he knew 
about the attempts on his life and warned 
that U.S. leaders also might not be safe 
That was September 7, 1963. 


According to Roselli, Castro enlisted 


the same underworld elements whom he 
had caught plotting against him. They 
supposedly were Cubans from the old 
Trafficante organization. Working with 
Cuban intelligence, they allegedly lined 
up an ex-Marine sharpshooter named Lee 
Harvey Oswald, who had been active in 
the pro-Castro movement. 


According to Roselli's version, Oswald 


may have shot Kennedy or may have 
acted as a decoy while others ambushed 
him from closer range. When Oswald was 
picked up, Roselli suggested, the under- 
world conspirators feared he would crack 
and disclose information that might lead 
to them. This almost certainly would 
have brought a massive U'S. crackdown 
on the Mafia. 


So Jack Ruby was ordered to eliminate 


Oswald, making it appear as an act of 
reprisal against the President's kille: At 
least this is how Roselli explained the 
tragedy in Dallas. 


There is no proof, of course. But there 


is some corroborative, circumstantial 
evidence. It has been established, for 
example, that Oswald visited the Cuban 
consulate in Mico City two months before 
the dreadful day in Dallas. An informant 
named Sylva Duran first stated, then 
denied, that she had overheard the 
Cubans speak to Oswald about 
as- 


sassinatimg someone and had seen them 
slip him some money. 


Footnote: As to the Giancana episode,

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Marts Casals Istomin 
CasaVs Widow 


Deeply Dedicated 


"My fulfillment comes from being supportive rather 
than being an achiever." 


By MARIAN CHRISTY 
NEW YORK — Puerto Rican beauty Marta 
Casals Istomin, widow of master cellist 
Pablo Casals, is reminiscing about the man 
she married when she was 22 and he was 82. 
"Now when I see aged people, I say to 
myself: Oh, my God, Casals was of that age. 
But he wasn't that age. Not really." 


It's an open secret that Marta, an excellent 


cellist in her own right and once Casals' star 
pupil, worshipped him from the time she was 
18 when they met at a music festival in 
Prades, France. 


"Casals," as she calls him, "was ageless. 


He had the charisma of a young outlook 
coupled with genuine wisdom born of 
maturity. It was one of the dimensions that 
made him extraordinary. Everybodj who 
knew him fell in love with him. I happened 
to be one of those people. I know our 
marriage surprised a lot of people." 


Diminutive Marta, now a 39-year-old 


elegante with a shock of black hair and 
brown eyes that smile, last year married 
Casals' best friend, concert pianist Eugene 
Istomin, 49, a child prodigy who had never 
been married before. "I'm a middle-aged 
Romeo," says Istomin. 


Casals and Istomin knew each other for 25 


years. In fact, "my son" was how Casals 
always referred to Istomin. "They had a 
profound love for each other," says Marta 
about the two men in her life. 


About being Istomin's glowing bride and 


moving into the Manhattan penthouse that 
once belonged to designer Jerry SiKerman. 
"Istomin is my contemporary," says Marta. 
"It's possible to do things that could not be 
expected of Casals. Our life is much, much 
more acti\e For example, Eugene and I are 
able to take great, long walks together." 


When Casals died m October of 1973, he 


was 97. 


"I was totally shattered by his death 


although I knew the years were against him. 
When he died, I was convinced I would never 
find anyone else. After all, I had lived with 
one of the world's greatest musicians. I 
looked upon that experience as incom- 


parable. I thought no one could possibly 
measure up." 


After Casals, on self-imposed exile from 


his native Spain, was buried in a San Juan 
churchyard. Marta, who wore black mourn- 
ing clothes for one year, struggled to come 
to grips with the reality of widowhood. 


"I was emotionally devastated," she says. 


"I had many friends but I had never felt so 
completely alone. There was a deep emp- 
tiness that cannot be explained in words. At 
first, the people in our closest circle of 
friends called regularly. Then, as the year 
wore on, there were long lapses between the 
calls." 


Apparently 
Istomin.whom 
Marta 
de- 


scribes as a "likeable" man. was unwaver- 
ingly solicitous. 


"He was uncompromising about my sense 


of well being," says Marta. That, she says, 
and a common love for Casals eventually 
brought them together. 


"Slowly, slowly that closeness began to 


transfer itself to me," she continues about 
the second chapter of her love story. 


"Suddenly I realized that something had 


happened. I had, indeed, fallen in love. The 
spark was ignited again." 


"I am a person of total dedication," she 


says. "I was totally dedicated to Casals. Now 
I'm totally dedicated to Istomin Nothing is 
more important than the complete focus on 
the man in my life. My own achievements 
must take second place." 


Marta claims she is a liberated woman 


who has defined her objectives freely. "My 
fulfillment comes from being supportive 
rather 
than 
being an 
achiever," she 


says "Some women need to excel pro- 
fessionally. I need to excel as a woman." 


She says she has found the formula of bliss 


with both men "What love breaks down to," 
she says, "is a deep , intractable affection 
that encompasses and permeates everything. 
You have to have understanding and re- 
spect. There must be communion of ideals 
and goals. These add up to the ultimate joy 
of a happy union."

TORONTO (UPI) - Team Canada, licking 


its wounds and reassessing its strategy after 
almost being bushwacked by a gutsy bunch of 
Americans, puts its tournament favorite status 
on the line tonight when it meets Sweden in the 
Canada Cup of hockey.
